WASHINGTON (AP) — Gun lobbyists challenged congressional 
efforts Wednesday to ban weapons that cannot be detected by • 
magnetic screening devices, telling the lawmakers that such . 
Icg^latlon would be unfair and futile. 

"We believe thot-thc clear and compelling priority is for better 
security personnel with state-of-the^rt detection equipment," 
James Jay Baker, government affairs director of the National Ri- 
fle Association, told members of the House crime subcommittee. , 

The panel has been considering several bills that would block the 
availability of weapons, such as plastic or ceramic guns, that can- 
not be detected by devices such as airport screening equipment. 

Such fircarnfs arc not yet on the market, but lawmakers have 
. said that the technology to produce them Is already available. 

Representatives of firearms groups told members of the panel 
that non-fflctal guns will eventually become available. 


FAA rejects cutting flights 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The Federal Avlatlon Administration on 
Wednesday rejected demands that alrline flights be curbed at busy 
airports this summer, saying it foresees no decline In safety 
despite expected Increases in traffic levels. 

The National Transportation Safety Board earlier this month 
warned of "an erosion of safety in the air traffic control system" 
and called for a reduction of nights during peak travel hours at 
most major airports as well as other measures to keep controllers 
from being overtaxed. 

The board, the government’s principal safety watchdog for ' 
transportation, said It was concerned because of an Increasing 
number of air traffic controller errors and near-eqll^iHncidents 
as well as complaints from some controllers thaftney sometimes 
are required to handle too many planes. 

But In its formal response.Wednesday to the NTSB, the FAA said 
its existing traffic flow control procedures ^'provide more than on 
. effective mcans^of balancing demand with capacity throughout 
the (alrtrafflc) system."

Monday deadline for filing W-4 forms 


....WASHINGTON (AP) - Taxpayers 
who fall to file a new W-4 tax- 
withholding form by midnight Mon- 
day will miss out on the Internal 
Revenue Service's once-ln-a-llfetime 
grace period from penalties. 

Wage-earners have until Oct. I to 
file a 1987 W-4 tax-withholding form, 
but If they do so, by midnight Mon- 
day, they won't be penalized by the 


IRS if they fail to prepay at least 90 
percent of their tax bill. 

Those who flic after June„l but be- 
fore Oct. 1 will be within the law for 
filing the form, but If they fail to 
withhold enough taxes, the IRS con 
tack on some penalties. 

The IRS earlier this year announc- 
ed that due to the confusion over the 
new. -W-4 form. It jiumld waive 


penalties, for taxpayers wbo have 
made a ^'good faith" effort at get- 
ting their withholding righFasd get- 
ting thelonninbyJcnel..

Brcckcnridge 
said a woman at Pollock, a few miles 
south of Riggins, reported bpr log 
cabin shook for about 10. seconds, 
without serious damage.

Seismic Array, said the network of

9:12a.m. 

Brcckenrldgc said Mike Sticknqr. 
Butte, Montana Bureau of Mines and 
Geology, also recorded the qualm 
and estimated it at 35 to 4JZ on the 
Bicblcr Scale, a means of measuring 
the intensity of earthquakes. 

Brcckcnddge said the U.S. 
Geological Survey office at Newport, 
Wash., estimated the quake at 3.6 on 
the Richter Scale.

The Times, citing the 
records of Jean-Louis Ganlzer, 
a French arms dealer, said the 
Soviet shipment included SA-7 
anti-aircraft missiles . and 
launchers that were taken 
from a Warsaw Pact depot in 
Poland. 

Commenting on the Times' 
.report, Tass said:- "It goes 
without saying that the Soviet 
Union did not c^rry out the 
dcllverles,-and The New York 
Times report has been 
described by compclcnt Soviet 
circles as an lll-intcntloncd 
fabrication." 

Tass said, "some people 
would like to divert public at-

‘Glasnost’ 
urged for 
Rom^ia 

BUCHAREST, Romania (AP) - 
Soviet leader Mikhail S. Gorbachev 
has given this Cbmmunisl country's 
23 million people their first dose of 
"glasnost" ht u ' t lunt speech that 
amounted to a call'for change. 

- On Wednesday, ' Romania's state- 
run newspapers printed Gorbachev's 
nationally televised speech-Tuesday 
In which he explained Soviet reforms 
that arc so far rejected by President 
-NicolacCcauscscu. 

The Romanian audicncci which 
gave Ccauscscu standing ovations 
during his speech, Sat mostly in 
silence while Gorbachev spoke. 

Romanian media did not carry 
critical remarks made by Gorbachev, 
to workers outside Bucharest’s -| 
August 23rd factory, where he spoke 
about the need for more openness In 
Eastblocsocictics. ' 

According to the Soviet Com- 
munist Parly newspaper Pravda, 
Gorbachev told the workers, "Last 
year, during a meeting, between 
leaders of frat ernal Communist and 
workers' parlies a broad discussion 
took* place on all problems of 
cooperation. 

“When we debated economic ques-s 
tions, we agreed lo demand 
heightened requirements from one 
other. This concerns both the 
technical level and the quality of- 
products.” 

Gorbachev said: "Goods have been 
carefully selected lo go to the West, 
where they have earned hard cur- 
rency. And lo one other, wc have 
supplied the worst. Is this really the 
way to reinforce socialism?" he ask- 
ed. 

By telling 'Romanians about his 
policy of glasnost, or limited open- 
ness, and democratization at home, 
Gorbachev opened up .vistas of 
change for Romanians whose daily 
life has become Increasingly austere 
as Ccauscscu drives hard to pay off 
hard currency debts. 

Diplomats said they thought Gor- 
bachev's speech, was "very signifi- 
cant” for Romania’s future, setting 
a course that would tic the tradi- 
tionally maverick Ccauscscu and his 
Balkan nation more closely to Soviet 
developments. . 

The diplomats spoke on condttltlon 
Ihailh^lT names not be used. 

"The significance (of Gbrbacjiev's 
words) Is not lost on Romanians who 
core and know about these things," 
one diplomat said.

■ DETROIT — Total domestic car 
sales fell 24.9 percent In mid-May, 
continuing the trend of softness In 
the domestic car market,, the eight 
auto manufacturers reported Tues-. 

day. 

: "The market Is very 4veak,” said 
Thomas O’Grady, an auto analyst 
with Wayne, Pa.-based Integrated 
Automotive Resources. "(Domestic 
car) companies do not seem to be 
marketing their vehicles right now, 
and (hat has a very significant ef- 
fect on car sales.” O’Grady explain- 
ed that many companies had cut 


back on advertising to contain costs. 

General Motor’s sales fell 37.8 per- 
cent during the 10-day period, com- 
pared with the same period a year 
ago. Ford’s sales declined 5.1 per- 
cent aqd Chrysler's sales dropped 
53.7 percent. Troubled American 
Motors’ soles plummeted C2.8 per- 
._.penl-tO-onIy_600_cars_sold.during_lhe. 
period. -

The larvae 
of several caddis are free swimmers 
and, when they pupate, do a swimm- 
ing dance as they seek the surface to 
become adults.
